Crew of Torpedoed U. S. De­ 


stroyer Save Their Ship. 


With 
Vessel 
Badly 
Damaged 
They 


Continue Fight and Compel U* 


Boat to Submerge. 


Washington, Oct. 23.- The Ameri­ 
can destroyer which had an engage­ 
ment in the war zone with a German 
submarine and got to port under Its 
own steam after being damaged, was 
the ll. S. rf 
Cassiri, according to of­ 
ficial announcement just made. 
The Cassia was torpedoed Oct. 16. 
whi Ie on patrol duty. 


Gunners Mate Killed. 
Gunner* Mute Osmond Kelly Ingram 
of Pratt City, Ala , was killed by being 
blown overboard by the explosion and 
his body never recovered. 
Five others 
were injured but not seriously. 
The Cousin was commanded by Lieu­ 
tenant Commander Waiter ll. Vernon. 
While the vessel was on its patrol 
station a submarine was sighted about 
five miles distant. 
The destroyer im­ 
mediately proceeded at full speed to­ 
ward the U-boat, with Its crew at bat­ 
tle stations. 
After searching the area 
for about half an 
hour, 
zigzagging 
back and forth. Commander Veruou 
sighted 
a torpedo about 
450 yards 
away, head'd to strike 
the 
Casein 
amidship*.. 
He rang for emergency 
full speed ahead on both engines, put 
the rudder hard over and was just 
clear of the torpedo’s course when it 
broached 
on 
the 
surface, 
turned 
sharply towards th** vessel and struck 
the stern of the Cassin, disabling one 
engine. 


U-Boat Forced to Submerge. 


The destroyer remained under way 
and continued searching for the sub­ 
marine. 
After about an hour the U- 
boat exposed Its conning tower long 
enough for the Casein to fire four 
shots. 
Two fell sp close to the sub* 
marine that it was forced to submerge 
and was not seen again. 
The Cassia 
continued the search until dark and 
then proceeded to port after being 
joined by other British and American 
patrol boats. 
Vice Admiral William S. Sims in hie 
report, states the behavior of the offi­ 
cers and the entire crew was admit* 
able.

Old soldiers looked 
at It with Interest and said a present 
like that would have been a godsend 
to either side in the rlvil war when 
Yank and Johhny Reb often ran out 
of tobacco and for days had no smoke 
to cheer them In muddy march' s, wet 
frenches or supperless days when the 
commissary department stuck in the 
mud or was shot to pieces by the 
other fellow. 
The Brainerd Dally Dispatch To­ 
bacco Fund has now scaled the $245 
murk and is still climbing upward. 
Tobacco is like an ever-welcoming 
host when comrade* foregather for a 
few hours of rest from their long 
vigils In the trenches. 
It Is when 
pipes are lighted or cigarettes are 
glowing like fireflies in the watches 
of the night, In some deep down 
shelter, that men return to their h u ­ 
manity. 
It’s the same with sailors the globe 
around.

The influence 
of tobacco, be it more' on the mind 
than on the body if you will have it 
**<>, is none the less great when the 
body Is tortured by pain. 
Frequently men have undergone 
amputations, 
fully 
conscious 
and 
with only cigarettes or cigars to pal 
Hate the pain. 
The wounded on the 
other side are often asked if they 
would rather have an injection of 
morphine or some tobacco, and many 
of them say “The smoke!” 
The ainhulanciers pass along the 
row 
of victims of war and rapidly 
put cartridges of Joy between their 
lips. which relax into a gladdening 
smile of thanks. 
These 
men 
who 
went so valorously over the top to 
he brought hack to the dressing sta ­ 
tion or the buso hospital, betray no 
sign of murmuring over the fortunes 
of war. but how thtdr faces shine 
with appreciation when they get the 
aroma of welcome fumes! 
Our army regulars who have just 
lauded iii France have their favorite 
brands and know how to make the 
most »)f their chanco* for smoking. 
Just as the men of the Revolution, 
who fought before the days of cart­ 
ridges, were enjoined to keep their 
powder dry, so these sons of Mars 
see to it that no dampness Injures 
their precious tobacco, 
lf, however, 
that iii luck doe* befall, into the 
crease* of their campaign hat* is the 
mixture 
poured and then ‘pinned, 
and so along hard and rough roads, 
often with a tropical sun broiling 
overhead, they march along until tilt 
contents of the pouch are once more 
dry.

ceptlon of God he logically thinks. 
"lf evolution Is a fact, if natur* 
evolves itself with smile kind of an 
Inherent life force, w** have nu nae 
for God, therefore, evolution cannot 
possibly h*' a fact in nature.” 
But this d och not dLspo.ic of the 
object. 
When Galileo found that 
the world wa* rouud and traveled 
around th** sun. the leaders of th** 
allure)) In Iii* time said. 
“ This is a 
dangerous doctrine, 
lf that is fro* 
the bible cnn't he tru** and < I od and 
th** gospel would he in danger, hance. 
death to Galileo.” 
History repeat* 
Itself in all ages. 
Galileo w aa right 
and the church 
was wrong. 
And 
still the bible I* rend, and still God 
is in his world, and still men are 
saved by th** same natural process 
as they were In that time. 
History 
glows with the facia of progress in 
human conception 
This, in itself, 
s one evidence that evolution is a 
fact in nature. 
As a rule, the socalled religious 
people buhl th** bible to be the high­ 
est authority on th** problems of na 
tun* and life 
What kind of Inter 
preunion do they give to the phrase* 
)f St 
Tatil when he wrtde, “God Is 
ill and in ail. 
Th la acc nut to Indi­ 
cate that St. Taut s conception of God 
wa* in lit r i d harmony with th** con­ 
ceptions of alt thinkers who accept 
evolution as a fact in nature. 
In connection xx 1th this, will n un 
thm that I have just written a defin­ 
ition of God a* I cond* \ *• ti im. and 
which Ut in harmony with St. Paul's 
idea. as well as the already discov­ 
ered facts of evolution. 
Will ask th** 
editor of the Dispatch ti* print the 
•ame at his convenience. 
Dr. Bromley divides th** universe 
in two i*arts, calling them, th** n a t ­ 
ural and the supernatural. 
This is 
the main point in which we differ 
with him. 
lf he had said, the known 
and the unknown in nature, I would 
have had no essential criticism to 
make.

all great crimes committed in this 
world are committed by the powers 
given him by God.

al law; hence, personal responsibili­ 
ty; hence, retribution for their mis- 
uMe and compensation or n a tu re ’s re­ 
ward for their right use. 
A normal 
man is, therefore, in this world as 
well as In the next, the arbiter of his 
own destiny. 
This conception of God and nature 
will 
dispose 
of 
the 
controversies 
about the divinity of Jesus, and other 
topics in connection therewith. 
It 
will help to g i v e a reasonable inter­ 
pretation of scripture and be an in- 
spiration to search 
for 
the 
facts 
about that wonderful Hebrew ch ar­ 
acter. 
The man who still is satis­ 
fied with the theology formulated in 
th* third century without any kind 
of criticism, cannot possibly 
help 
tie 
v rid to higher conceptions of 
life and nearer the truth. 
'ihat, we call "Miracle” is not a 
violation of natural laws nor even a 
suspension of the same. 
It is phen- 
< men* na created by the control of 
natural forces, unknown to men In 
general, but known to the performer 
who may be willing to exhibit the 
-ame. 
But Miracles are twofold 
good and evil; both ar*: caused by 
the same knowledge and control of 
natural forces. 
In past agea it was 
called white and black magic. 
Do 
not confuse this with the modern 
* llght-of-hand performances. 
The principle under which nature 
la refined and evolves from lower to 
higher life and types is the sex prin­

SEED GORN HS A SIDOR FOOD

Animal Husbandry Specialists At Un* 
varsity Farm Offer Suggestions 
for Its Solution.

The condition of field corn ca' -rd 
by early frosts makes it necessary for 
rnany .VfinnBiota farmers to conMilit 
the feeding of soft com to livestock 
this fall. 
Ab an aid in such feeding, 
specialist*) 
of 
the 
animal 
industry 
group of the Minnesota Experiment 
Station offer the following sugges­ 
tions: 
Soft corn, aside from that required 
for silage or fodder corn, Is hest fed 
In the field both because this raves 
labor and because loft corn does not 
crib well. 
Feed the softest * nm fir. t because 
it Is less satisfactory to feed in hard 
framing weather and because it is too 
bulky for good results in finishing off 
stock. 
Have tho ripest corn for finish 
feeding. 
Soft Cern for Cattle. 
Where there is much soft com the 
'•attle may he allowed to pasture it 
down. 
The rest should he saved for I 
winter roughage. 
If it is Intended to; 
put flesh on the cattle as soon as pos­ 
sible. they may be left in the corn all 
day. 
If not, two hours a day Is suffi­ 
cient. 
Clover or mixed hay should 
lie allowed with the corn. 
Soft corn 
along with other roughage will put 
cattle In fair llosh. 
Tattle weighing 
more than 950 pounds do better than 
lighter c&Ulo on such feed. 
Soft corn 
alone will not make finished beef. but 
It will carry the cattle • through the 
winter in good shape. 
Soft Corn for Hogs. 
At first allow an acre to fen hogs— 
more or less according to yield. 
I n ' 
less the corn is down badly, the hogs j 
may be turned In at once as they will 
get little greet* corn the first dux or J 
two. 
The farmer who hasn’t enough 1 
hogs should pick up some thin shotes. 
Save the solid corn, mill feed, etc., 
for finishing off. 
If the corn is very 
soft or poor a light dry feed may be 1 
given once a day. as corn in the milk J 
stag# carries about one part of pro 1

material to i 
even parts of fat forming material 
while In the mature corn the profile 
Hon Is about one to nine or t*-**.
